as he is inclined to stoutness. He has 
abundant gray hair, with no signs of 
bladness, dark, clear eyes, handsome 
features and a magnificent voice, low 
in tone, to which is added a pecu 
grace due to his musical Venetian ac- 
cent. From his whole person emanated 
great benignity and cordiality. He 
walked slowly. but with the firmness 
of a young man down the long kneel- 
ing line, accom led by Cardinal Gib- 
bons and Mer. Kennedy and gave to 
each of the pilgrims, as he passed his 
hand to be kissed. He spoke a few 
words to almost every one. 

Pius X was arrayed completely in 
white, without a gleam of color, ex- 
ce that which sparkled from the 
huge emerald on his finger. Cardinal 
Gibbons was on his right in red robes, 
and Mgr. Kennedy on his left in pur- 
ple. They were preceded by Swiss 
guards with halberds, and followed by 
members of the Noble Guard. The 
moving group was set off by the 
kneeling women, were all in 
black. The men wore dress suits and 
the priests black gowns. Pope Pius 
X appeared to be very much inter- 
ested when Father Lynch presented 
him a box containing a white zuc- 
chetto, saying: 

“We would be extremely gratified if 
Your Holiness would accept this gift 
in exchange for the one you wear.”

You wouldn't guess it, but. there 18 
an advertisement bureau down under 
the tangled mass of bullding material 
taking form as the new Chamber of 
Commerce building. The lone “ad” 
maker has his office under the side- 
walk, reached after a circuitous clam- 
ber over bricks and rubbish through 


4} the dank, incompleted basement of the 
.| big structure, and he files his work 


away in a concrete, electric-lighted 
vault built for the purpose, measuring 
20x30 feet. This secluded worker is 
unique in hia line; an expert who ac- 
complishes his tasks through secrets 
of his own.. He is preparing beautiful 
advertisements of Southern California 
that are to be scrutinized by millions 
of people at the coming 
World's Fair. 

Down there all the fruits contrib- 
uted from the southern counties for 
the exposition are being preserved in 
their natural size, shape and tolor; 
and in addition, part of an independent 
State exhibit is — put up.“ 

The preserving room and storage 
vault, which are to be a permanent 
feature of mgr ecg Chamber of Com- 

erce,. were e first things finishe 
after the big building wae — 
Their construction was rushed so that 
they could be used in the stupendous 


task of preparing the St. Louis ex- 


hibits. 

— July 14 Charley Wilson, the 
Chamber of Commerce expert whose 
tireless 1 brought forth the 
chemical rmulas whereby the fruits 
of Southern California are preserved 
for exhibition in a manner unparal- 
leled in the country, retaining their 
exact natural color, has been putting 
fruits through the various processes. 


Every day consignments of luscious 
fruits ppear into the dark depths 
of the growing building: and they will

hen, in glass vases and jars, they 
1 start for the big * at St. Louis. 
Six hundred jars of fruit have been 
stored on the shelves in the vault, and 
1200 additional empty jars have been 
orde how many more will be used 
cannot yet be estimated. 

It takes three months to complete 
the elaborate preserving The 
fruit must go through one liquid to 
set its color, another to preserve the 
flesh, another to harden it so that it

A Private Tunnel. 


Tt appears that an interesting work 
has been going on in Chicago for sev- 
eral years without the knowledge of 
the public, in the excavatiqn of a tun- 
nel fourteen miles long under the bus! 
ness district of the city. This tunnel 
is a business undertaking, and is te

SCIENTISTS DISCUSSING TREES 
AT IDYLLWILD. | 


— — 
Courageous Act of a Woman on Moua- 
tain Grade Saves Lives of Herself and 
Driver—Moonlight Trips Over Steep

IDYLLWILD (Strawterry Valley) 
Aug. 6.—The lectures in the course on 
forestry are increasing in interest. Dr. 
Jepson has finished his series on the 
life history of a tree, which consisted 
of four lectures on the activities, struc- 
ture and methods of reproduction of 
a coulteril pine, which was used as a 
type of all ferest trees. He has begun 
his series of lectures on the ‘Classifi- 
cation of Forest Trees. He demon- 
strated their scientific classification, 
based on the previous lectures, and 


~ onsidered all varieties in California. 


After illustrating the great scientific 
vlasses, he went on to show how the 
popular terms like “hard” or “soft 
wood,” “broad-leaved trees,“ oh “ever- 
greens” are of value in helping out sci- 
entific terms. He also took ‘up the 
families of bach class and the charac- 
teristics they have in common by which 
they can be recognized. Material from 
the surrounding forest was used to 
demonstrate these points. 

Professor Stubenrauch has com- 
pieted the economic discussion of for- 
estry, and is taking ap the different 
methods of measuring the forest crop, 
which inclufies not only the measuring 
of the amount of material actually on 
hand, but also the amount of material 
being produced from year to year, or 
from period to period, the periods se- 
lected being usually teh years. This is 

given in some detail, for one of 
the first things a forester is called upon 
to do in beginning forestry operations 
is measurement, or calculation of stock 
actually on hand, or the making of a 
valuation survey.

Long Beach for a short visit, 
CONCRETE SKYSCRAPER. 


An Experiment in Architecture Being 
Tried in Cincinnati—Will Soon be in 


Shape for Use. 


[New York Tribune.] In Cincin- 
nati an experiment in construction is 
being made which is attracting the 
attention of  builder@, contractors 
and capitalists. It is the erection 
of a skyscraper, with concrete for 
foundations,,. columns, girders, stair- 
ways and floors. It is to be a solid 
piece of concrete from the sub-foun- 
dations to the roof, practically one 
piece, as if carved from solid rock, 
For building 


except the exterior. 
pur . @woncrete is as old as the 
hills. There are still standing small 


houses and arched bridges bullt before 
the Christian era. In late years some 
buildings, six to eight stories high, 
have been built, but the Ingalls Build- 
ing, fifteen stories high, is the most 
ambitious attempt yet made. It now 
approaches completion, and thus far 
there is nothing to indicate failure in 
any particular. 

The process followed in the erection 


of the Ingalis Building is known as 


“reinforced concrete.“ To -erect a 
bullding of this nature the carpenter 
first constructs a mold or frame in 
sections. In the case of a column 
th: mold is upright, and is almost 
watertight, being held by bolts and 
placed accurately by level and plumb, 
This is filled with concrete mixed and 
Landled by machinery. An entire 
story is carried forward and upward 
at the same time, all girders, columns 
and floors of the story reaching comple- 
tion at the same time, approximately. 
The molds are then removed, after the 
material has hardened, and placed in 
position for the next story, the work- 
men using the top floor as a foothold 
for the addition to be made. ‘ 

The outside finish does not differ from 
the finish of the steel skyscraper. It 
may be marble, brick, stone or terra 
cotta, and in its application the same 
rules are followed. In the Cincinnati 
example the lower stories are covered 


with white marble, and above. that 
white enameled brick. 
Some steel is used in construction. 


Within the columns are twisted square 
rods, imbedded in the concrete, and in 
the girders are round bars, about three 
inches in diameter. A patent is in- 
volved in the twisted rods, which 
supposed to allow for expansion. 

use of the steel rods gives additional 
rigidity, though the weight is insignifi- 
cant compared with the weight of steel 
in steel buildings. 

In the Ingalls Building the interior 
decoration follows fast on the heels 
of the concrete. At present the lower 
floors are practically ready for occu- 
pancy, as rain on floors above would 
have no effect whatever on the ma- 
terial beneath. In cost the concrete 
is from thirty to forty,per cent. below 
the cost of steel

MPUDENCE GONE TO SEED. 

The union plumbers of San Diego 
have made a formal demand for the 
removal of the City Plumbing lu- 
spector, and are seeking to enforce 
the demand by means of a strike, the 
usual resort of union would-be dic- 
tators. By a resolution, adopted at a 
meeting held on Tuesday, they decided 
to refuse to work for any shop in the 


city until their demands for the re- 


moval of the city official referred to 


shall have been complied with. The“ 


Board of Health, which has the power 
to remove this official, has very prop- 
erly refused to exercise that power at 
the dictation of the Plumbers’ Union 
—particularly as no charges have been 
preferred against him, and the board 
has entire confidence in his integrity 


and ability. 


Beyond credibility is the impudence 
of this unionist demand for the ar- 
bitrary removal of a city official at the 
behest of a secret proscriptive organi- 
zation, which thus assumes, not énly 
to exercise a despotic control over the 
plumbing business of the city, but 
to exercise, also, the power of removal 
over city officials.

RUDE OIL ON THE STREETS. 

The Superintendent of Streets has 
been authorized by the City Council to 
expend a small amount of money, ex- 
perimentally, in the use of crude oi! as 


a surface dressing for some of the city | 


streets. The object is to ascertain, by 
means of these experiments, whether it 
will be advisable to make extensive 
use of oil on the city streets, and 
whether such use will prove an accepta- 
ble substitute for water, in laying the 
dust and forming a smooth, hard, and 
serviceable street surface. The Board 
of Water Commissioners has suggested 
that oil be used for this purpose, where 
it is feasible, in order to effect, so far 
as possible, a saving of water, vast 
quantities of which are required for 
the daily sprinkling of the streets un- 
der the present system. 

While the use of oll for the purpose 
indicated can no longer be regarded as 
altogether experimental, it is well that 
thorough and systematic tests should 
be made, with a view to the deter- 


mination of its relative cost, as com- 


pared to the use of water, and for the 
purpose of ascertaining its practical 
value under the conditions of city 
traffic. Heretofore, the most extensive 
use of oil as a surface dressing for 
highways has been on country roads, 
where its superiority to water has been 
amply demonstrated. If it can be used 
with equal success on city streets, its 
extensive employment in that capacity 
will be only a question of time. 

While the Street Superintendent is 
experimenting, he should not be satls- 
fied with the mere sprinkling’ of oil 
upon the surface of the streets selected 
for experiment. There are various 
methods of applying the oil. The best 
method, probably, is that by which the 
oil is thoroughly mixed and consoli- 
dated with the street surface, which is 
afterward thoroughly rolled with heavy 
rollers. This method is said to have 
been employed with much success in 
Pomona, Riverside, and other places 
where water is too valuable to be used 
liberally for street sprinkling. The test 
in this city will not be ¢onclisive nor 
satisfactory unless it includes the lat- 
est and most practical methods of ap- 
piication. 

Where the ofl has been properly ap- 
plied and thoroughly incorporated with 
the street surface, oiled streets are 
said to be hardly inferior to asphalt, 
for the purposes of traffic, while they 
ean be kept in good condition by an 
occasional reapplication of oil. This 
whole question is worthy of careful 
and thorough investigation. It is to 
be hoped that the Street Superintendent 
will give it such investigation, in order 
that the Council may bave a trustwor- 
thy basis for future action. 


A PROPHET FOR REVENUE. 

We have Biblical authority for the 
statement that in the latter days many 
false prophets are to arise and deceive 
the people. If one might judge by this 
we are now living in those latter days, 
for certainly there are enough pre- 
tenders and impostors abroad in the 
land, deceiving and fooling people who 
are apparently only too willing to be 
humbugeged. 

One of the most striking of these re- 
ligious delusions is that which centers 
around the personality of one John 
Alexander Dowie, who declares him- 
self to be a reincarnation of the 
Prophet Elijah. A most extraordinary 
man this, and well worthy of study 
from a sociological viewpoint. Dowie, 
unlike some pretenders, does not con- 
tent himself with talking, but does 
things. He has built a city called Zion, 
near Chicago, which has already be- 
come a place of importance. He has 
introduced lace-making machinery 
from Nottingham, England. The town 
is entirely run by Dowie and his elders.

Then, again, as we have said, 
the magnetic personality of an indivi- 
dual undoubtedily has a vast amount 
to do with the spread of these strange 
creeds. Dowie is a daisy.
